CLOTHING

calicd. Chief Tabby and some of his braves 
сате іп апі camped_at Ephraim's_place.

At the meeting Һе Indians were told that 
іб they Фа пої stop stealing，the settlers 
would have to call out the soldiers and the 
Indians would be killed. he Indians agreed 
пої to steal апу тоге апа the“peace ріре" 
was passed to all present. 


Ephraim һаа the first апа only tannery 
іп Небег. He learned his tradc in enncssec 
before coming to Шаһ. Не stripped bark 
Бот oak trees іп Ње canyons near Heber 
апі hauled to Һе tannery. Не изей (Һе 
Норрег шій to grind Ње bark, ће first mil 
used to grind flour for ће Smiths апі oth-

Пле. Mr、Smith cmployed Нуе теп at his 
{аппегу, makinq harnesses_and_shoss апа

Before leaving new Jersey they sent many 
of their belongings with Samuel Brannon 
around Саре Hope to бап Егапсізсо, Cali-
